Trade-Related Agriculture 952,200Food Policy Support
Activity (FPSA)

The FPSA, based in the National Development Planning
Agency (BAPPENAS) and the Ministry of Agriculture,
provides short-term policy support, longer-term analysis of
policies and outreach programs in regional universities, to
create a dynamic food economy.  The program supports
Government of Indonesia (GOI) stated objectives for
moving the agriculture and food economy from a heavily
stated-managed system to one more dependent on markets.
Early work reinforced decisions at the height of the crises
to remove all import monopolies on rice, wheat, soybeans,
cloves and garlic while tariff rates were set at relatively
low levels.  The World Bank’s poverty analysis, reported
to the Consultative Group on Indonesia (CGI) meetings,
November, 2001, showed that poverty in Indonesia
decreased during 2000 by 11%; 40% of this decrease due
to decreased costs of the typical - food basket - (primarily
rice) for low income consumers. The project was
instrumental in establishing an Indonesian-led National
Rice Policy team, which for the first time, established the
need to balance the interests of producers and consumers.
